It  is  natural  that  each  neighbor 
hood  should  be  aware  of  its  own  needs, 
and  forget  the  wants  of  other  ilistricts.

Ttfe  answer  to  these  apja  als  has  been 
that  the  interest  of  the  whole  town  is 
the  interest  of  all.

satisfied,  Montgomery  is  always  de 
mamling  more,  et'e.,  Lto.  Well,  that 
view  is  not  very  broa.f.  East  of  the  \ 
canal  is  a  fine  distinct  which  would 
make  excellent  ground  fur  small  hous¬ 
es.  They  are  needed.  They  could 
l>e  rented  if  a  railroad  cfepot,  roads* 
Sidewalks*  and  otlier  Township  faeiji 
ties  were  promptly  furnished.  A

Houses  are 
needed — a  hundred  or  more  to  meet 
present  demands.

Death  of  an  Honored  Educator. 

Tlie  .H*iu.  Ohver  Pillsbury,  who 
•  lie* I  at  hi*  home  in  Concord.  N  H  . 
Wednesday,  Feb  23*1,  at  the  age  of 
71  years,  was  well  known  in  this  JvtaU- 
a«  one  of  the  early  and  most  efficient 
Hlucab«ni  of  New  Jersey.  He  presided 


schools  in  this  State.  t  Hr-nmn-  here 
ia  1839  and  opened  a  tuition 
fallowing  the  vocation  of  private  Hchool 
teacher  for  eight  years,  during  the 
last  six  of  which  he  was  teacher  of 
the  academy  at  Bound  Brook.  It  whk 
at  Bound  Brook  that  he  found 
bis  wife,  Mws  Matilda  y?^«-v ins,  who 
died  in  1847,  leaving  a  voting  daugh 

ter  their  only  child— who  grew  to  a 

beautiful  womanhood  ami  was  mar 
ried,  but  died  two  years  later  Mr. 
HUIsbury  was  a  native  of  Heumker, 
N.  H  ,  and  after  returning  to  his  na¬ 
tive  State,  held  many  important  offices 
of  Jmldic  trust,  serving  on  the  Boar 
oj  Elucation  at  Concord,  as  a  mend* 
of  the  State  Council,  and  as  a  memlx-i 
of  the  Legislature.

At  the  last  meeting  of 
the  American  Society  of  Civil  En 
netfrs,  Mr.  Gustave  Linden thal, 
eminent  bridge  engineer,  presented 
detailed  plans  of  a  six  track  railway 
briflge  across  the  liver ;  other  engi 
neersthave  not  the  slightest  doubt  of

Although  we  have  at  our  doors  a 
water-shed  of  750  square  miles,  capa 
ble  of  supplying  100  gallons  per  day 
to  each  person  in  a  population  of  four 
millions,  yet  that  supply  is  so  far  from 
being  unlimited  that  it  is  already  the 
declared  purpose  of  a  private  syndicate 
or  corporation  to  obtain  the  absolute 
ownership  of  the  whole  of  it.  They 
intend  to  monopolize  or  corner  the 
whole  available  water  supply  of  a 
jKjpulation  which  will  soon  be 
numbered  by  the  million.  Will  the 
people  of  New  Jersey  permit  this 
gigantic  corner  to  be  accomplished  t 
I  think  not,  if  they  are  awakened  to 
the  importance  of  the  matter  to  them 
selves  and  to  their  posterity.  Gov¬ 
ernor  Green  has  well  said  iu  his 
message,  “  It  is  high  time  that  the 
people  took  steps  to  secure  whatever 
interest  they  may  now  need  aud 
whatever  rights  they  may  hereafter 
require.”

or  lowering  their  outlets,  and  even 
for  building  distributing  reservoirs 
t  in  the  eastern  slope  of  the  first  moun¬ 
tain,  or  elsevv  here,  wherever  a  properly . 
chosen  commission- of  qngiueers^  may 
select  as  best  adapted  for  the  purpose, 
for  building  and  maintaining  the 
necessary  plant  for  pumping  water 
into  these  reservoirs.  (Let  the  cities 
theu  draw  from  tliese{  reservoirs  tile 
amount  of  water  needed  for  their 
population,  payingto  the  State  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  amount  i^j^iter  drawn  by 
each,  sufficient  -  to  pay  the  interest  on 
the  £it;ite  bonds  issued  for  the  work 
aud  to  create  a  sinking  fund  for  the 
eventual  redemplioh  j>f  the.  bunds.
